*xx ALASKA. Catching KBRW - or not. It seems that the signal from KBRW 
(which is usually nothing more than a carrier here) peaks at around 
1930 - 2000 at the moment. So I looked on my AZMap software and noted 
that the sun rises in Barrow at 2005 UT today, and sets at around 
0118. It's very interesting to see how this changes as the year 
progresses - see 

http: //www.timeanddate.com/sun/usa/barrow 


There is no daylight in Barrow until mid-January, but then the hours 
of daylight lengthen very rapidly until mid-May when there is no 
night. I suspect that this will come as no surprise to some of our 
Scandinavian friends, but it was a surprise to me. At this time of 
year the sun sets five minutes earlier every day. There is also a path 
of darkness between here in Yorkshire and Barrow from sunset here to 
sunrise in Barrow, and from sunset in Barrow until sunrise here. 
Between UK sunset and Barrow sunrise, the rest of North America is in 
daylight. Between sunset in Barrow and sunrise here, the rest of North 
America is in darkness elading to the prospect of interference. 


The opportunity time-window to hear KBRW will therefore rapidly 
decrease as our days lengthen making our sunset later and their 
sunrise earlier. This opportunity expires early in March when there is 
the prospect of greyline propagation at local sunset here and sunrise 
in Barrow. After about 7th March there is no path of darkness after 
sunset. 


This might be of interest to those trying to hear KBRW - a station 
that I have still not yet positively identified here (Andrew Brade, 
UK, Feb 6, MWCircle yg via DXLD) 


Andrew's observations re. the sun are quite accurate - we can see the 
difference from day to day here in the Arctic, and one single week 
does quite a dramatic change in sunlight one direction or the other. 
Our polar night ended Jan 20 and we have almost six hours of sun 
already in addition to long twilight periods. Around winter solstice 
KBRW is audible 24/7 if conditions are right, so I guess that this 
period would be best for KBRW in southern locations - other variables 
not considered (Bjarne Mjelde, http://arcticdx.blogspot.com ibid.)

Future of Radio and TV Marti in the air amid possible broadcasting 
change --- Announcement could pave way to privatization of service 


In a surprise move, the U.S. government last week announced plans for 
the possible establishment of a iSpanish-language granteei to perform 
the functions of the Office of Cuba Broadcasting, which oversees Radio 
and TV Marti. 


Though the federal officials who made the announcement did not provide 
specific details, some observers speculated that the move could mark 
the first concrete step to modify the arrangement under which Radio 
and TV Marti has been operating since the service was established 
under President Ronald Reagan in the 1980s. 


The announcement came a little more than a year after President Barack 
Obama ordered the restoration of diplomatic relations with Cuba. 
Though there are now embassies in Havana and Washington, Cuba has 
continued to press a number of demands including the shutdown of Radio 
and TV Marti. 


Officials of the Broadcasting Board of Governors, which oversees 
broadcast services to various countries including Cuba and the Voice 


of America, made the announcement Tuesday during a telephone news 
conference from Washington. 


A Broadcasting Board document that referred to the proposal said: 
iSpanish Language Grantee for Cuba: BBG requests authority to 
establish a new Spanish language, non-federal media organization that 
would receive a BBG grant and perform the functions of the current 
Office of Cuba Broadcasting.i 


Maria iMalulei Gonz-lez, the newly appointed director of the Office of 
Cuba Broadcasting, will not alter her officeis goals toward Cuba. 


iWeire going to keep doing our mission, which is to provide Cubans on 
the island information that they donit have access to,i she said. 


Tim Shamble, president of the American Federation of Government 
Employees Local 1812, which represents Radio and TV Marti employees, 
spoke against the proposal.

service rights of the employees and federal union rights as well.i 


The announcement stirred alarm among Radio and TV Marti employees in 
Miami. A Radio and TV Marti journalist, who asked not be identified, 
said he and his colleagues feared ilosing their federal benefitsi in 
case of a iprivatization of operations.i 


In the telephone news conference, BBG executive director John F. 
Lansing said the proposed change was mainly aimed at cost savings and 
providing the organization with greater flexibility.

Lansing said. iIt would be the exact same mission, at the same funding 
levels and nothing would alter that. Secondly, any change, any 
defederalization of OCB would still be subject to a legislative

Previously, an initial draft of the 2015 budget proposal for the State 
Department and foreign operations maintained the level of financing 
for OCB but foresaw the possibility that it could merged with the 
Voice of Americais Latin America division. 


Some observers saw the new proposal as a way to alter or end, if not 
official funding for the service, then editorial influence over 
broadcasts to the island.

Two weeks ago, I tried to listen to WOR via G*hren 
Saturday morning after 0730z on 7265 A3U "compatible USB". I had a 
clearly visible and audible carrier but the modulation on the USB was 
pretty low in my view. See attached screenshot showing a spectrogram 
when tuned to 7264 USB (to show the carrier, no LSB, weak USB). 


Compare to a similar view but from a well modulated MW station (TWR 
Roumoules on 1467 playing their Int-Sig) - what a difference! Based 
thereon, I wish G*hren would try and increase their USB audio level to 
improve readability under adverse conditions! We know compatible USB 
can sound a lot louder (e.g. CHU or WBCQ on 5 and 9 MHz). (Tobias

Finally, I noted last Saturday morning that the WOR relay on HLR at 
0730 actually QSY'ed to 6190 where I had a reasonably readable signal, 
much better than ex-7265 A3U. A lower frequency is certainly a good 
idea for such a low power "regional" service, which easily skips over 
or even gets lost altogether during the "wintery" propagation on 41 m 
that early into the day. I then heard you mention this in the latest 
WOR, just after having noted the signal unexpectedly. I'm glad it's an 
intentional improvement rather than an error, since 49 m is going to 
be a better choice well into springtime, I would assume. Just wonder 
why the afternoon broadcast remained on 7265 where I couldn't make out 
a trace of it, so at that time, 49 m might also make more sense for 
the time being.

Ken Zichi suggests maybe this xcould bex about carrier current, a very 
old, not new technology, wherein a transmitter (normally on MW) is fed 
into powerlines as antennas, nothing to do with computers. But that 
term has never been used in describing this experiment. **Injecting’° 
a signal would seem to fit, however. 


With C.C., a radio within close range (before going thru various 
transformers), plugged into AC would get the noisy and lo-fi signal. 
There is also a very limited amount of radiation around the powerlines 
whether wanted or not. I suppose a SW frequency could be used as well. 
I myself was involved in C.C. college stations in the 60s fA KFRH at 
Forsyth Residence Halls, Washington University, St Louis MO (IIRC on 
570 between real stations KSD 550 and WRTH 590); it’s mentioned in the 
Wikipedia article about successor KWUR 90.3 FM. 


And later, at KNMD, 880, (New Mexico Dorms), UNM in Albuquerque. 
Searching for that is obscured by the calls now applying to a digital 
TV relay in Santa Fe of KNME. KNMD was the predecessor of KUNM now 
89.9, an excellent public radio station; see Wikipedia about KUNM. 


Carrier current is similar to © *Rediffusion’* or ‘wired 
broadcasting’ * which was used in the early-to-mid XX century in places 
of limited extent such as Malta; in Russian cities in order to 
restrict and control what citizens could listen to; and probably still 
in North Korea. Some of this may have ‘injected’ signals on MW radio 
frequencies rather than simply being a wired-loudspeaker network. 


Getting back to Guatemala, if this magical technology is really 
carrier-current injexion, that could be done anywhere, modulated by 
any source off webcasts, but it would be extremely inefficient and of 
limited range (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


In the early 1960's WRTH issues I see that also Norway used "power 
line distribution" in various cities. Usually around 300 kHz, also 511 
kHz.

Dear Glenn: Sorry, I have maintained myself a kind of quiet for a few 
days, due to the excess of work. I lately received two reports from 


Japan, but they do not come from DXers. One says that he is happy 
because now he is able to walk along the street tuning Radio Verdad on 
his receiver. The other one, said that he tuned Radio Verdad at noon 
time with a high power and much clarity. These two do not provide much 
technical data because they are not DXers. 


Today, I received a long detailed report from a System Engineer from 
Bolivia. I think I sent you a copy of his report. This engineer had 
been very much skeptical too for some time, until he started to pick 
up the strong signal. He has tuned our signal in different cities of 
Bolivia, and has picked up a very strong and clear signal, without 
using any antenna. He is now convinced about this project. 


I think this is going to happen to you when you get to pick up our 
strong signal at Oklahoma. The case is that, we are still on test 
transmissions, and they are not transmitting all time yet, neither 
have sent the signal to all short wave antennas. I do not have the 
location of the antennas on hand yet. It may be that the antenna by 
Oklahoma is not operating yet. I received a very good report from 
Connecticut already, and at Pennsylvania a DX'er received the very 
good signal only once, but not anylonger.

Over the past few months we have been working to make publicly 
available some of the sound collections that the Endangered Archives 
Programme has funded. Two of the first collections we worked on were 
EAPO88: The Golha radio programmes (Flowers of Persian Song and 
Poetry), and the three projects that make up the Syliphone record 
label collection from Guinea (EAP187, EAP327 and EAP608). It is with 
great pleasure that we can announce that these two collections are now 
available on BL Sounds for anyone to listen to worldwide. 


The Golha radio programmes were broadcast on Iranian National Radio 
between 1956 and 1979 and consist of a mixture of musical pieces, 
poetry and literary commentary. These programmes can be listened to 
here. You can read more about this project in a previous guest blog by 
Jane Lewisohn. 


To celebrate these collections now being made available we have a 
guest blog entry from Dr Graeme Counsel whose hard work has enabled 
these fantastic Syliphone recordings to be shared with a wider 
audience.

The end of colonial rule in Africa commenced with Ghanais declaration 
of independence from Great Britain in 1956. Faced with a growing 
independence movement, to gain the ascendancy France presented its 
colonies with an ultimatum: the choice of autonomy in a confederation 
of states under French rule or total independence. Guineans were the 
first to vote on this offer via a national referendum, and in 
September 1958 the mayor of Conakry, SEkou TourE, addressed a large 
crowd who had gathered on the eve of the poll. With President Charles 
de Gaulle standing by his side, TourE implored Guineans to vote no to 
the offer of autonomy, declaring that iGuineans prefer freedom in 
poverty to riches in chainsi. A few days later Guineans stunned France 
by voting for independence, and under the Presidency of a young and 
charismatic SEkou TourE the nation would become one of the major 
proponents of pan-Africanism and an architect in the formation of the 
Organisation of African Unity (now the African Union). 


President TourE saw the development of national identity as key to the 
progress of his nation. The development of culture was thus a central 
policy platform, with the arts sector, for example, largely under 
government direction. This was not unusual in Guinea, for in the 
course of his presidency (1958-1984) TourE oversaw the governmentis 
reach extend into virtually all facets of daily life, supported by 
over 26,000 party cells. To develop culture, TourEis government 
launched an official cultural policy called authenticitE, whereby 
artists were encouraged to seek inspiration from the values inherent 
in traditional African culture as a means of edifying contemporary 
society. Traditional folklore, for example, would be irevalorisedi, 
with Guinean heroes ire-awakenedi through imagery, songs and text in 
order to serve the needs of a post-colonial Guinean society. 


The process was most concisely illustrated in a catchphrase of the 
time fi ixegard sur le passEi, or ilook at the pasti. Of the arts, 
music was the principal focus of the authenticitE policy, and one of 
the first acts by the government was to disband all private orchestras 
in Guinea as they were deemed to be too European in their musical 
style. To replace them, new state-sponsored orchestras were created in 
each of the nationis 35 prefectures. The government supplied all of 
the groups with musical instruments, which, in the vein of the 
Cuban/Jazz style popular at the time, included electric guitars, 
saxophones and trumpets. The government hand-picked musicians who 
formed core inationali orchestras, and they were tasked with training 
the young musicians of the 35 iregionali groups. Through authenticitE 
a new form of African music was being created, one which presented 
traditional Guinean music in a modern style. All of the orchestrasi 


musicians were paid a regular wage and all had opportunities to 
perform at government-sponsored national arts festivals. 


In addition to a network of orchestras, the authenticitE policy also 
created theatrical troupes, traditional music ensembles and dance 
groups in all of Guineais prefectures. Together, they formed artistic 
companies who represented their region in arts festivals. To further 
embed the authenticitE policy all Western music was banned from 
Guineais radio network, and to fill the gap the government broadcast 
its own recordings. Since at least 1960 the Guinean government had 
been recording musicians, initially on Nagra IIIis in makeshift 
studios. By the mid-1960s, however, the West German-funded Voix de la 
REvolution studios had been created in the Radio TElEvision GuinEe 
(RTG) offices, and these state of the art facilities would soon be 
augmented by a government-owned recording label, Syliphone. 


Originally recorded on °i magnetic tape, Syliphone recordings were 
released both locally and internationally via eighty-three 33.3 rpm 
and seventy-seven 45rpm vinyl discs. Broadcast by the RTG through one 
of the largest radio transmitters in West Africa, Syliphone recordings 
were a sensation, and SEkou TourE sent his orchestras and musicians on 
tours throughout the region and continent. It was a remarkable period 
of creativity which saw Guinean musicians as pioneers in the creation 
of African popular music styles and as the voice of a new Africa.

The British Libraryis Endangered Archives Programme (EAP) funded three 
projects to archive the collection of music contained in the sound 
archives of the RTG. The Syliphone archive, as it has been named, is 
now available through the British Library Sounds website. 


The first EAP project was to reconstruct the entire Syliphone 
catalogue of 750 songs released on 160 vinyl discs. The governmentis 
own archive of this collection had been destroyed in the counter-coup 
of 1985, when artillery bombed the national broadcaster and home of 
the offices of the RTG. I commenced the project in 2008 and completed 
it in time for Guineais 50th anniversary of independence celebrations. 
These recordings commence with the reference number iSyliphone1li. The 
success of the project enabled access to the RTG sound archive, a 
place I had visited some years earlier. Then I had been shown a hand- 
written catalogue of perhaps fifty audio reels of recordings. In 2008 
I was ushered into a room which contained walls of reels, two or three 
deep. In the few weeks that remained of my project I digitised and 
preserved as many reels as possible, and these recordings commence 
with the reference number iSyliphone2i.

Many of the reels had been poorly stored. Some were completely void of 
identifying information 


I returned the following year to complete the archival project. In the 
interim, Guineais long serving President Lansana ContE had died. This 
heralded a coup, and when I arrived in August 2009 a new military 
regime was in power. On September 28 an opposition rally was attacked 
by the Guinean army in an infamous event known as the istadium 
massacrei. 187 civilians lost their lives and 2,000 were injured. In 
the aftermath that followed, with risks of reprisals and civil war, it 
was clear that working at the centre of the government broadcaster was 
too dangerous. The project was abandoned, just a few weeks before the 
government fell. The recordings from this project commence with the 
reference number iSyliphone3i. 


In 2010 Guineais first democratically elected government was in 
office, and I returned to Conakry in 2012 to launch the third EAP 
project to archive the RTGis audio recordings. In 2008 I had archived 
just 69 audio reels of music. In 2009 I archived 229 reels. From 
September 2012 to January 2013 the remaining 827 reels were archived, 
and these recordings commence with the reference number iSyliphone4i. 
The completion of the project drew much media attention in Guinea and 
had resulted in the preservation and digitisation of a total of 9,410 
songs, or more than 50,000 minutes of music. The bulk of the material 
was recorded during the era of President SEkou TourE, and the archive 
is thus a testament to his government and to the policy of 
authenticitE. The Syliphone archive captures an important era of 
African history, that of the independence period, when governments and 
artists alike looked to Africais history and culture for inspiration.

The Ministry of Culture organised a ceremony to celebrate the end of 
the project. The Minister of Culture & Dr Counsel both made speeches, 
and the all-female orchestra 'Les Amazones de GuinEe' performed, as 
did 'Keletigui et ses Tambourinis'. The event was broadcast live 


The Syliphone archive contains many unique and important recordings 
which document Guineais 1st Republic. It covers the early years (1960- 
1965), when Cuban music was a strong influence on the new and 
exuberant modern styles. The years following the Cultural Revolution 
of 1968 are extensively covered, and here new experimental styles are 
in evidence as music was being directly channelled by revolutionary 
policy. The early 1970s, when Guinean music was arguably at its 
creative zenith, is also comprehensively covered, and there are also 
numerous recordings from the post-TourE years, too, which permit a 


comparison. 


AuthenticitE was abandoned in 1984, following the death of SEkou 
TourE, and the RTGis sound archive was subject to years of censorship 
and neglect. Most of its recordings were never broadcast again, which 
resulted in a generation of Guineans having little exposure to the 
music of their mothers and fathers. The archiveis emergence is thus 
emblematic of the new era of Guinean democracy and of the gradual 
rehabilitation of SEkou TourE into mainstream Guinean politics. It is 
also a wonderful collection of music which permits us to iregard sur 
le passEi. 


The list of artists and musicians represented in the archive is a 
whois who of Guinean musicians. In addition to the complete catalogue 
of Syliphone vinyl discs, there are numerous examples of unreleased 
studio recordings by major artists such as Kandia Sory KouyatE, 
Bembeya Jazz National, FodE ContE and KadE Diawara, in addition to 
hundreds of unreleased recordings by Guineais National and Regional 
orchestras, troupes and ensembles. There are dozens of concert 
recordings, too, and a wealth of material by famous Guinean artists 
who, as they were never commercially recorded, are unheralded outside 
of the region. Some of these include Farba Tela, Mama KantE, Binta 
Laaly Sow, Koubia Jazz and Jeanne Macauley. The archive collection 
also features thousands of traditional songs from Guineais regions and 
ethnic groups, including recordings in the following languages: Baga, 
Bassari, BaoulE, DjakankE, DjallonkE, FulfuldE, GuerzE, Jahanka, 
Kissi, Konianka, KUnU, KpElE, Landouma, LE1E, Lokko, Maninkakan, 
Manon, Oniyan, Sankaran, Susu, Toma, Toma-Manian and Wamey.

ERBIL, Kurdistan Region -- The Iraqi army started broadcasting a radio 
news channel in the Makhmour region last week in order to fight 
Islamic State (ISIS) through the media, said an official from the 
Iraqi army. 


The Voice of Nineveh Liberation Operation transmitting on frequency 
89.8, launched when the first batch of the Iraqi army arrived in 
Makhmour last week. 


"People from Gayara and Makhmour outskirts can listen to the radio 
broadcast," Salim Ahmed, a member of the radio crew, told Rudaw. 
"People in the ISIS-held territories are happy to listen to our 
radio." 


"We are sending them messages that we intend to liberate them from the 
darkness and oppression of Daesh. With the help of God we are close to 
them," Ahmed added using an alternate name for ISIS. 


A military brigade from the Nineveh Operation Command of the Iraqi 
army arrived in the Makhmour region on February 9 as part of the 
preparations underway for the Mosul offensive against ISIS. 


Four soldiers are running the radio. They air national anthems and 
slogans, and pledge that the zero hour for liberating Mosul is close. 


As of now, the radio broadcast is mainly in Arabic but there are plans 
to air their news and messages in Kurdish too as there are many Kurds 
living in Mosul. 


"There are subjects we are broadcasting in Kurdish language, but the 
majority of our programmes are in Arabic and we have signed an 
agreement with a Kurdish channel to translate some of the messages 


[from Arabic] to Kurdish," said Firas Mustafa, manager of the radio 
station.

Also, I noted that they started to broadcast the latest NPR news 
(duration about 5 minutes) past the hour, but not necessarily starting 
at H+00, in my case, Saturday 2016-02-06 at 2100z, I heard the news 
starting at about 2105z, despite their announcing "sono le ventidue e 
quattro" (it's 22:04, in local time). I had actually waited for 
Roberto Scaglione's Italian language DX program "Studio DX", which is 
linked to www.bclnews.it and used to be on from 2100z Sat and Sun 
nights. 


Well, the DX program actually followed the news, from around 2110z. 
Now that's not yet weird but at around 2123z, I had a dEjt-vu, since 
the same DX program seemed to start over again - and in fact, it did! 
I kept recording for a few minutes and later used the 1st airing 
(2110) on the left channel and then copied the 2nd airing (2123) to 
the right channel, trying to synchronize both. This confirmed, when 
listening to the combined audio in "stereo", that both programs were 
identical! Well, despite their generally good signal and great 
modulation, something in the program sequence still leaves room for 
improvement, a bit like what I'd reported earlier about the IRRS MW 
outlets only playing portions of WOR. I attach a few snippets to 
illustrate the above for your listening pleasure. I'd rather recommend 
playing WOR following Roberto's DX program rather than repeating one 
twice within 1/2 hour (Tobias (Ts), Germany, Feb 9, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST)

The British Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) will launch a shortwave 
radio service to North Korea this fall. A BBC insider said the British 
government has given final approval to the public broadcaster's plan 
to broadcast news to North Korea and has even earmarked a budget. 


The 30-minute daily broadcast in the Korean language will include news 
from the two Koreas, China and Japan. BBC will also run a website with 
a listen again section. The source said that a team of ten has already 
begun preparing for the launch of the service and that BBC will hire a 
radio anchor and reporter proficient in Korean. 


The news program will be produced at the BBC headquarters in London 
and transmitted via shortwave from locations including Singapore. Many 
North Korean residents are known to own a shortwave receiver. 


BBC has been discussing the launch of a North Korea service since last 
year, which has faced strong opposition from North Korea. A high-level 
North Korean diplomat visited the U.K. parliamentary in protest of the 
plan two months ago. 


BBC is also considering broadcasting its Korean news service in South 
Korea as well (via Jean-Michel Aubier, France, dxldyg via DXLD)

I suspect a few things though I could be wrong or I could be right: 


1) that "brother scare" is aware of the pirates and their listeners in 
this band (go where the fish go) 


2) that "brother scare" successfully lobbied the FCC in more way$ than 
one (money is the root of change) 


3) that "brother scare" reads these forums (inspiration is key) 


4) this may be just the beginning (expect more SWBC in this band); yes 
there are MARS operations on and around 6915 KHZ that are very 
frequently active during the day on the east coast but as it’s been 
observed before, they simply switch frequencies (using their emailed 
charts) when they receive interference. MARS operations have enough 
frequencies at their disposal just like COTHEN ALE/VOICE operations do 
in the USA and COTHEN has ALE/SSB VOICE operations in the 7 MHz SWBC 
band. 


If MARS operates within +/- 5 kHz of 6915 and complains enough to the 
FCC, the FCC may make WRMI change their frequency (just like they did 
to WBCQ) but times change, so do importance and needs, and I suspect 
that this new 24/7 SWBC at 6915 is here to stay. 


I believe it is likely possible the motive behind this (FCC) is to 
cause "disruption" to the well known popular frequency of 6925 though 
I expect the audio bandwidth of 6915 not to be greater than 5 kHz each 
side band; reducing your SDR receive filter to 4/4.5 kHz AM (or using 
ECSS AM USB) will significantly reduce the 5 kHz co [sic]-channel 
heterodyne, although if the signal from 6915 is quite strong, there 
will be some splatter beyond 5 kHz that cannot be alleviated

Hi Rodney, There is no real evidence to back up my Iran suggestion. I 
only put it on the table because between about 1800 and 1820 every 
evening, I can receive both Radio Sana'a (11860) and the Voice of the 
Islamic Republic of Iran (11830) in the clear. Iran comes from 
Kamalabad, and is targetted to East Africa in Swahili. I am ina 
direct line beyond the target (your map has just confixrmed that, 
thanks). HFCC and Aoki both put the Iran transmitter at 500 kW and 
directional. Some nights in Jo'burg, Iran is the stronger signal. 
Other nights, Sana'a is stronger. Yet again, some nights there is 
little to tell between them. Fading can be different on both. What is 
certain to me at least is that the Sana'a transmitter is not 50 kW 
non-directional, it must be at least in the same ballpark power range 
as Iran. That could also include, of course, Riyadh, but I can't doa 
direct comparison there at any time of day or night. 


Whether Radio Sana'a is supporting the Shia's or Sunni's is probably 
irrelevant to its source, as politics are involved and governments 
will happily sell their souls. They are duplicitous. Full stop. 


I remember many years ago working in the then Rhodesia during the bush 
war and watching trains loaded with Zambian copper crossing the 
Victoria Falls bridge into Rhodesia en route to the sea ports in 
Mozambique. So Rhodesia was helping two countries with which it was 
effectively at war (and in the case of Mozambique, officially at war!) 
Interesting too that oil and petrol went the other way by train, 
whilst we living in Rhodesia were struggling to get by on our monthly 
petrol coupon allowances. So far as I am concerned, whichever country 
is hosting Radio Sana'a could be supporting the other side militarily!

I'm actually 'speechless', over the use of the transmitter of Radio

Mountains, in this matter. wb (Wolfgang B,schel, ibid.) 


Aren't shortpath signals degraded enough? Honestly, and I've never had 
an abundance of expensive gear and antennae, but I really don't 
believe I have ever heard a longpath signal in my life. I often hear 
weak backlobes from Asia and Africa (i.e. non-polar path) from 250+kW 
transmitters. 


Now it's conceivable to me that a 500 kW transmitter from Riyadh using 
a simple log-periodic (as you suggest) aimed at Yemen (might even put 
a decent groundwave to Yemen?) may have enough on the backlobe to put 
a healthy signal into N.A. 


It almost sounds like you don't believe the signal is that strong here 
in N.A. I can assure you it is! And it does have fading 
characteristics similar from other BSKSA transmitters I have heard. 
For me Sana'a is the most dependable signal from the entire Middle 
East at the moment for my somewhat modest gear. It's really that 


strong. 


Yeah, once upon a time S9 was supposed to mean 50 microvolts at 50 ohm 
impedence at the antenna terminals of the receiver. S9+20db would be 
almost 500 microvolts E-field (i.e. .5mV!) which is hard for me to 
believe unless within line of sight of a 50 kW+ transmitter, so I have 
never taken S meter reports very seriously. In fact I have to laugh 
when I see S9 marked in the dead center of a panel meter! 73s (Rodney 
Johnson, ibid.)

11860 kHz is nearly totally covered signal at 1330 UT, here in 
southern Germany, Moscow Russia, and on 2 stations in far northern 
Sweden, latter on path towards Arkansas and Oklahoma, by 11855 kHz ROU 
RRI Tsiganeshti in Chinese language covers adjacent 11860 kHz totally 
with S=9+40dB signal on northern path. 


I checked the grayline path at 1330-1430 on Perseus maps remote list, 
noted 11860 still at S=3-4 in Vancouver, Alberta, Detroit-MI, FL and 
MA-US stations. 


QUESTION: But in direction of OK-USA and MI-USA the parallel grayline 
/ daylight path is visible on direction via Antarctic area for these 
two hours: 


at Jeddah, Red Sea, Yemen, Somalia, South Indian Ocean, McMurdo 


Antarctic, Pitcairn Isl, Baja California Mexico, Texas, path into Enid 
2??? 


So, only a small RECEIVING strip in TX, OK, AR, KS etc. will hear 
powerful signals from Jeddah, via the southern long path via 
Antarctic. 73 wb (Wolfgang B,schel, Feb 12, dxldyg via DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


Wolfy, I will not quibble with the grayline display which of course is 
constantly shifting with the hours and with the seasons, but your red 
line indicating the path is way off. On my globe, the long-path great 
circle from Jeddah to Enid goes barely south of Macquarie Island and 
Campbell Is, (off Australia and NZ), not anywhere near Antarctica 
(which also means it is less subject to any auroral zone attenuation). 
Plus being an (almost) all-water path over two great oceans is 
certainly helpful {the long path to NV however would go over 
Antarctica, and the short path over Thule, Greenland). 


This is what I suggested months ago when this first started! But then 
the site as Jeddah was discounted, as not in service, or not with hi 
power transmitters. Maybe something similar to this is accomplished 
from Riyadh site altho it does not work out so neatly (Glenn Hauser, 
ibid.) 


In Jo'burg, Sana'a began to fade in this evening (Feb 12) at 1425 - 
just above imagination level. Was still poor at 1445, but definitely 


them, not much improvement as of 1500. Our local sunset today is at 
1653 (Bill Bingham, RSA, ibid.) 


I briefly checked at 1445z this morning here and there wasn't anything 
there; 25m in general seemed to be pretty dead compared to yesterday 
so could be poor conditions fi (Rodney (Nevada), Feb 12, ibid.) 


At 1530 UT two stations a mixing very badly together, and difficult to 
tell which is what. I assume Sana'a and IBB. The total strength of the 
two of them on my S meter is a signal peaking to about S-5 (Noel R. 
Green (NW England), Feb 12, ibid.) 


"Does anyone know anyone who knows Arabic that we could send 
recordings so we could see if the content of broadcasts are Pro-Shia 
or Pro-Sunni? Have established for a fact that it's Pro-Sunni coming 
from Saudi Arabia?" 


A week or so ago, I had mentioned here that I would get one of our 
Arabic-speaking students to listen to at least some of my four-hour 
"Radio Sana'a" recording:

I finally got around to that and the student reported back that the 
broadcast is clearly in support of the exiled President Adb Rabbuh 
Mansur Hadi and against Mr. Ali Abdullah Saleh and the Houthi 
militias. 


I also asked him about the identification of the station. We have been 
referring to it here as "Radio Sana'a." In the WRTH 2016 B15 update, 
it is also referred to as Republic of Yemen Radio / Radio Sana'a." But 
has anyone ever heard them identify as such? Is there a recording of 
them saying that? 


I got the student to tell me what is said for a station identification 
at about the 03h:07m mark in the recording. He said they say °° ???? 
2222? 222? 2? 22222??? °, which translates to "Yemen Channel, the 
channel of all Yemenis." Perhaps this is just a variation on their ID. 
Perhaps Ed in Baghdad might be able to shed further light on what the 
station actually calls itself (Richard Langley, NB, Feb 12, ibid.) 


Concur. Says that the war was justified because the Houthis were 
making incursions into Jizan, and Saudis were forced to defend 
themselves. Pro Sunni. 100% (Ed Sylvester, Baghdad, ibid.) 


Here's the ID.

I listened to that clip a few times, and hear Arabic for Republic of 
Yemen Radio, but no mention of Sana‘a after it, not even *‘min 
Sana'a’* (from Sana'a) (Glenn Hauser, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


I heard, "this is the Republic of Yemen coming to you on shortwave on 
11860 kHz. The second ID said, this is the Republic of Yemen with a 
general program, which includes the news." (Ed Sylvester, ibid.) 


Thanks, Ed and Mauno. So, no ID as "Radio Sana'a." Still curious as to 
where this name for the station originated. I believe the word for 
"radio" in Arabic is the same; i.e., a European loan word. So, evena 
non-Arabic-speaking person should be able to pick out "Radio Sana'a" 
in Arabic if indeed it is ever used (Richard Langley, ibid.) 


Indeed. No mention of Radio Sana'a (Ed Sylvester, ibid.) 


I've never heard it ID as Radio Sana'a; in fact I've never heard a 
recognisable ID, probably because they are in Arabic so I wouldn't 
understand them anyway! (Bill Bingham, RSA, ibid.) 


I'm not Arabic speaker but I think word "radio" is not much used in 

ID's. Instead the word "idha'tul" (spelling?) is commonly used and I 
believe means roughly broadcasting or radio. That's what the station 
in Mauno's recording uses before the phrase "Republic of Yemen".

Closest 4 
possibilities: IL and TX are listed as Spanish; 10 kW KHAC NM/AZ is 
partly English but far for groundwave. 50 kW KLRG AR is considerably 
closer, but AR has poor conductivity for GW. No daytime skywave noted 
now on prime channels 720, 840. Hoping to pull more out of this on the 
NRD-545 at home with loop nulling KRVN, but can’t (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Re the 1500 kHz warbling sound: 


Just throwing a thought out there, but what about Doniphan MO? On 

again, off again station maybe creating these noises. Just a thought, 
that is all. As I say in certain groups, take what you want and leave 
the rest (Todd Skaine, Bloomington MN, Feb 11, IRCA via ABDX via DXLD) 


On the contrary, itis not a DX poltergeist, aliens, or any other 
resident of the DX files. Itis also not WLAC. My guess is that itis a 
daytime whose transmitter is malfunctioning. Most likely their 
engineering needs are met by a freelancer, and their signal is rarely, 
if ever monitored. These situations will only become more common as 
absentee ownership, satellite programming, and traveling engineers 
become ever more the norm. Plus no one listens to AM 6 and who would 
they complain to? Itis not like anyone is manning the phones at the 
studio.

This is a link to a jpg with all the bearings I have seen reported so 
far, along with pins marking all stations in the area. Looks to me 
like we need to lean on an Alcoa TN resident and ask him to take a 
little drive. Which resident might we choose, Steve? (Chuck Hutton,

Well, WDEB can be eliminated. Has anyone considered the possibility 
that we may be dealing with a DX poltergeist? I say it's the ghost of 
Battle Creek. They did not vacate 1500 either promptly or willingly. 
(Steve Francis, Alcoa, Tennessee, Feb 10, ibid.) 


1500, Feb 15 at 0438 UT, the warbling het against KSTP is still here, 
roughly from east. Les Rayburn from Alabama has offered to visit towns 
in Tennessee it might be coming from, but we ought to be able to 
pinpoint this without such drastic measures. 


1500, Feb 15 at 0523 UT, hearing both the warblehet, and the blues 
station, latter presumably KCLF New Roads LA. 


1500, Feb 15 at 1350 UT, the warble is still audible, one semi-hour 
after sunrise here, indicating it is not too far east into the dayside 
--- and still at 1416 UT. (1430 St Louis, q.v. still has a bigsig on 
skywave also as late as 1416 UT with 50 kW). I try to DF the warble 
again, and seems closer to E/W, 90 degrees than previous estimate of 
95 degrees. Prime suspect is now WPOT Trenton TN (Jackson area), 250/6 
watts, but two closest 1500s to it are KDFN Doniphan MO, 1000 watt 
daytimer, and WMJL Marion KY, 175 watt daytimer: WMJL is the one 
closest to the 170 degree bearing by Tom Jasinski from Joliet IL. 


(BTW, my nearest 1500, KPGM Pawhuska OK, 500 watt daytimer is also 
east of here, but not heard yet this morning, and no sign of the 
warble on it in full daytime) (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Hi Glenn, Maybe you can advise me. Back in 2010, you 
posted the message below. And I am now experiencing a very similar 
thing! Last night, driving home from work (from Morgantown, WV to 
Waynesburg, Pa, roughly 40N/80W) around 1730 EST, I noticed a het on 
1520 on car radio, and assumed it was Saudi Arabia. Then I noticed a 
similar het on 1540, very odd. Then this morning, driving to work, 
around 0900 EST, I noticed the same thing! Lots of fading, the ihetsi 
came & went. (Unfortunately, I do not have another working radio handy 
to check. I realize it could be something in my car stereo, but it 
doesnit act like it, with all the fading.) 


Doing a Google search, I found your report from 2010: 
1521 and 1539? Friday, September 24 2010 


*“UNIDENTIFIED. I sometimes check out the hi end of the MW band late 
at night, using the same E-W longwire to the FRG-7 as for SW. 
Something strange, Sept 23 at 0635 UT I was hearing a het of about 1 
kHz on KOKC 1520, from 1521 --- that’s too late for Saudi Arabia, 
which is commonly audible earlier. And a het of almost, but not quite 
the same pitch, from 1539 against jumble of signals including an open 
carrier on 1540. 


These do happen to be Region 1 MW channels, but such a pair is 
suspicious, as if a station on 1530 were running a 9 kHz tone test, or 
spurs of the same frequency. The 1521 and 1539 signals were fading, so 
not an artifact of some local appliance, altho 1539 was somewhat 
unstable judging from the pitch fluxuation. 1539/1540 het pitch was 
slightly higher than the 1521/1520 het, so if they were coming from a 
1530 transmitter, it was slightly on the lo side. Could not make out 
any audio from them. Ideas? (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) °°

what was causing your hets? It would seem to point to a 1530 station 
generating something.

Fred, I had forgotten all about that 2010 report; last year someone 
else found that ZNS Bahamas 1540 was putting out spur on 1521, but the 
match to that would be on 1559 where I’ve not heard anything. 


I don't recall either a 1530 source being identified, but if so it 


might be in the next few issues of DXLD from 2010. 


These days on the R75 or NRD 545 when I do hear a het on 1520 from 
1521 in the evening, I make sure it’s exactly on 1521.0 (and nothing 
on 1559) reassuring me it’s Saudi, from which I don’t get any audio. 
Let me know if you discover anything further about this (Glenn to 
Fred, ibid.) 


OK, thanks! Tonight, when I arrive home, I will try to listen on my 
CCrane Skywave to add another data point. That also will allow me to 
DF both 1520 and 1540 to see if the nulls match. I also have an ICOM 
R75, just out of the box, at work, but no useful antenna, plus it's in 
an ocean of computer noise, so unfortunately I can't use it (FRED 
SCHROYER, Editorial Director, ibid.) 


Well, of course the hets disappeared! Last night ~ 1730, 2230 EST. 
This morning ~ 0830. Nada. Also did not hear the 1500 noisemaker. 
Ah, the mysteries of medium wave...! Sent from my iPhone (Fred, Feb 
17, ibid.) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 5030-, Feb 14 at 1411, JBA carrier slightly on the lo 
side. Intriguing, as there are no known SWBC stations currently on 
this frequency. Checking Aoki finds yet another imaginary/long gone 
Latin American, R Virgen de la Alta, in Per’ (which even if it 
existed, would not be propagating at this hour). We do, however, well 
remember that 5030 was once the frequency of Tonga and of Sarawak. The 
1994 WRTH shows several others back then. At this time, half a 
sesquihour after sunrise here in 2016y, there are also remnants of 
several known Asian SWBC signals on 60m. Of course, 5030- may not be a 
broadcast carrier at all (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 5959.95, Feb 15 at 1335, off-frequency carrier with 
trace of music. Could someone around Urumqi or via SDR confirm whether 
it’s merely East Turkistan ~50 Hz below 5960 or something more exotic? 
(Like a reactivated Radio Fly, PNG?) On other occasions around same 
time I've heard a carrier on-frequency here (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Glenn - Regularly I check 5960, in the hope that some day R. Fly 
will return, but not so far. Am hearing Chinese there, with no trace 
of any other station. Also I check 3915 for possible R. Fly, but is 
silent, except for QRM from Voice of the People on 3912 and hams (Ron 
Howard, Feb 15, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. SECRETLAND, SPL Secretbrod relay again unidentified 
broadcast, Feb 13: 1803-1901 on 9480 SCB 050 kW / 195 deg to EaAf 
Oromo in AM mode, ex CUSB/USB

List-logging by this, you would have to assume a Middle-Eastern 
station on 11860 before 1630 UT is VOA Radio Ashna, Kuwait. Well, it 
is on too, but the big signal here is the one they missed, to Yemen. 


Furthermore Cuba has NOT been on 11860 at all since the end of 
October. 


The others may not be so easy to use, but garbage-in, garbage-out is a 
killer despite the bells & whistles. The three main references I rely 
on, and which do not always agree but have their own plusses and 
minuses are the EiBi lists, Aoki lists, and HFCC. Some of them are 
Zipped so you have to download and unzip. Linx to these and several 
others in various formats are on my homepage 

http: //www.worldofradio.com 

Look for B-15 in the references (which means the current season until 
the end of March). Each of these is frequently updated. 


Shortwaveschedules.com probably derives its info from some or all of 
the Big 3, except they obviously don’t keep it up to date! 


I’m glad to see that you are skeptical as too many new listeners find 
sites like that and assume the info is accurate (Glenn to Martin, via

EUROPEAN MW GUIDE --- a reprise with Herman Boel 
Medium Wave News 61/09 10 February 2016 


In the mid-1990s I was becoming more and more interested in medium 
wave, in particular the European medium wave. I noticed that the 
sources I used to consult, the WRTH and Sender&Frequenzen, mostly 
contained concise frequency lists with nothing more than the 
frequency, station name and power output. This lead to a continuous 
browsing between pages to get as much information as possible and make 
DXing easier. Just like many other DXers I started to make my own list 
with the information I could find. That information came especially 
from various club bulletins, but also from messages in the DXAntwerp 
Bulletin Board System. This was the internet's predecessor and meant a 
true revolution for DXers who could now exchange information through 
their computer. 


At the time the EMWG was still called the Long and Medium Wave Guide 
for Europe, North Africa, and the Middle East and was initially drawn 
up in the Dutch language. As non-Dutch speaking DXers also became 
interested, I switched to English and uploaded the list at regular 
intervals onto the DXA Bulletin Board. 


Initially a modest attempt to help myself with the hobby, the list 
soon turned out to be a hole in the market. The later renamed European 
Medium Wave Guide caught on well, and thanks to some renowned DXers 
and DX clubs, the publication became more and more professional. 


At the end of 2002 the EMWG could be consulted on-line and was now 
even more being kept up-to-date. In December 2004, the EMWG was merged 
with James Niven's African Medium Wave Guide and subsequently covered 
not only the whole of Europe and the Middle East, but the whole of 
Africa as well. 


A growing number of disappearing stations, far less people interested 
in the list, and a booming business (I have a one-man business) that 
leaves less and less time to qualitatively maintain the list led to my 
decision at the end of 2015 to no longer maintain the list. If one 
cannot do something right, it is better not to do it at all. 


But hey, perhaps I'll have more time now to actually listen myself! 
(i.e. despite the rising amount of interference) 


One of the other reasons is also the fact that it will be very hard to 
keep track of all that is happening in the coming years. You can 
already see what is happening in Italy with stations coming and going 
and changing frequencies. And in The Netherlands people will be able 
to broadcast on medium wave without a license (a few watts) and with a 
license (several hundred watts) and there's no way of keeping track 
there. Similar things may happen in France and Germany. 


I may also decide to make the source document (an Excel file) public 
to whoever can do something with it. But that's for later this year. 
For now the online version will surely remain available online.

MITSUBISHI SEA AERIAL --- SeaAerial turns fountains into antennae 


When someone mentions a radio aerial, it tends to conjure up a vision 
of something made of steel and wire. But what about one made of water? 
On Thursday, the Mitsubishi Electric Corporation unveiled its 
SeaAerial, which uses a column of seawater sprayed into the air to 
create a radio transceiver antenna. Designed for use at sea or along 
shorelines, it's billed as the world's first seawater antenna capable 
of receiving digital terrestrial broadcasts. 


In our day to day lives, we're used to dealing with radio frequencies 

that are so short and relatively strong that the transceiver antennae 

on our devices are correspondingly tiny. However, as radio frequencies 
get longer and the signals become weaker, the antenna has to be longer 
as well. 


This fact of life means that many radio installations require very 
large antennae that are expensive, time consuming to build, and far 
from portable. On the other hand, if an antenna could be made out of 
water, you could have an aerial the size of Geneva's Jet d'Eau in the 
time it takes to fire up the pump. When it came time to move the 
installation, it would simply a matter of switching off the water and 
moving the electronics to another location. 


But why seawater and not garden variety fresh water? Contrary to 
popular belief, pure water is a very poor conductor of electricity. 
It's the mineral ions dissolved in it that actually carry current, so 
for practical purposes, seawater works best for making a watery 
antenna. 


The point about the SeaAerial isn't that it's aquatic. This isn't the 
first seawater antenna fA the US Navy has taken a keen interest in the 
idea in recent years, but so far it's been limited by the necessity of 
keeping the plume-spraying apparatus out of the water to prevent the 
circuit from grounding in the sea and killing the signal. Mitsubishi's 
innovation is an insulated nozzle that transmits the radio signal to 
the saltwater plume. According to the company, inside the nozzle is a 
quarter-wavelength tube of insulated material that physically 
separates the plume from the surrounding water and maintains the 
circuit. 


Another factor in the SeaAerial design is that, though saltwater can 
conduct electricity, it is much less conductive than metals, which 
translates into poor efficiency as an antenna material. Mitsubishi 
claims that by running computer simulations it was able to determine 


the ideal plume diameter fh allowing for a 70 percent increase in 
efficiency. 


Mitsubishi is currently working on other conductive and trans-mutative 
liquids as new antenna materials and has applied to register SeaAerial 
as a trademark (via Feb MW News via DXLD)

Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 08 - 14 February 2016 


Solar activity was low from 08-11 Feb. The largest C-class event 
during that period was a C8/1f observed at 11/2103 UTC from Region 
2497 (N13, L=087, class/area Eac/250 on 12 Feb) with associated Type 
II (est. speed 483 km/s) and Type IV radio sweeps. A CME was visible 
following this event and is anticipated to arrive at Earth early on 
15 Feb. Solar activity was moderate from 12-14 Feb with Region 2497 
producing an M1 flare each day. No other Earth-directed CMEs were 
observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
normal to moderate levels during the period. 


Geomagnetic field activity began the week at minor storm levels due 
to effects from a co-rotating interaction region (CIR) ahead of a CH 
HSS. Predominately quiet to unsettled levels were observed for the 
remainder of the period with isolated active periods on 09, 11 and 
12 Feb associated with extended periods of negative Bz. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 15 FEBRUARY-12 MARCH 2016 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low to low levels with a 
chance for M-class flares from 15-17 Feb. Activity is expected to 
decrease to very low levels with only a chance for C-class flares 
from 18-29 Feb as Region 2497 moves beyond the west limb. Low levels 
are anticipated once again on 01-12 Mar as well as a chance for 
M-class flares with the return of Region 2497. 


A slight chance for a proton event exists at geosynchronous orbit 
from 15-17 Feb due to the flare potential and position of Region 
2497. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels for the majority of the 
period. High levels are likely on 18-20 Feb following effects from a 


CME and a subsequent CH HSS. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to reach minor storm levels 
on 15 Feb due to effects from the 11 Feb CME. Quiet to active 
conditions are expected on 16 Feb as CME effects subside. Minor 
storm conditions are likely again on 17 Feb as a recurrent negative 
polarity CH HSS becomes geoeffective. Quiet to unsettled conditions 
are expected with isolated active periods possible on 18-20 Feb as 
CH HSS effects continue. Mostly quiet conditions are expected on 
21-29 Feb. Quiet to unsettled conditions are expected from 01-03 Mar 
due to effects from a positive polarity CH HSS. Mostly quiet 
conditions are expected for the remainder of the period with 
unsettled to active periods possible on 06-07 Mar and 11 Mar as two 
sequential small recurrent coronal holes affect the field.
